Stonegate Apartment Issue 


Trustees Ride Roughshod 


On Mayor's Veto Attempt

In a stormy village board 
session Monday night, more 
than 50 shouting, cheering 
Stonegate homeowners saw 
trustees thwart Mayor Ed­ 
ward Carlisle’s attempt to 
keep additional efficiency a- 
partments out of Arlington 
Heights. 
By a four to one vote, trus­ 
tees overrode Carlisle’s veto 
of a motion made two weeks 
ago that would allow the con­ 
struction of a 14-unit apart-' 
ment, including three effi­ 
ciency units, at the corner 
of Foundry and Dryden rds., 
provided plans comply with 
all village codes. The tract is 
zoned for multiple-dwelling 
use. 


Carlisle kicked-off what Trustee 
John Hoover referred to as a 
“ political football” with a letter 
to the board stating his reasons 
for vetoing the motion. 
The q u e s t i o n of efficiency 
apartm ents should be studied to 
determ ine if there is a need for 
them , and to find if the building 
of such apartm ents would create 
an undesirable transient area in 
the village, he wrote.

AS FOR THE proposed Stone­ 
gate 
apartm ent, Carlisle 
cited 
various instances of the plan's 
failing 
to 
m e e t 
architectural 
standards. His letter concluded 
with a statem ent from the vil­ 
lage’s architectural commission 
that, “ It is our opinion that the 
plans should be rejected.” 


Tile letter was met with cheer­ 
ing approval by Stonegate resi­ 
dents and angry disbelief by vil­ 
lage board m em bers who made 
it clear they felt Carlisle was 
aggravating a situation that be­ 
longed in the hands of the vil­ 
lage building and architectural 
commissioners. 
Board m em bers complained at 
the beginning of the controversy 
of not receiving the custom ary 
copy of a m ayor’s veto m essage 
24 hours prior to the board m eet­ 
ing. “ I can understand now why 
we didn't receive a copy,” said 
Trustee 
Wendell 
Prunty, after 
hearing the letter read.

BULK of your v e t o 
m essage covers m atters that are 
within the province of the vil­ 
lage’s architectural commission.

Hoover told the mayor. 
Trustee Melvin Kurtz accused 
Carlisle of “ already setting the 
precedent 
for 
efficiency 
apart­ 
ments in Arlington Heights when 
the board of which you were a 
m em ber approved plans in 1953- 
54 for such apartm ents in The 
Elm s apartm ents.” 
Building 
departm ent 
records 
show there 
are no 
efficiency 
apartm ents in The Elms. 
Records 
do 
show, 
however, 
that a building permit was issued 
last month for construction of 26 
units, six of them efficiency, on 
the parcels at 908 and 910 VV. 
Euclid.

by th** village's 
archi­ 
tectural commission and building 
commissioner. It never went be­ 
fore the village board. Square 
footage in the efficiency apart­ 
m ents is 370. 
THE PRESENT building code 
does not prohibit effi c i e n c v 
apartm ents and 
sets no mini­ 
mum squart footage requirem ent. 


The new building code, when 
it becomes effective, will require I 
600 square feet minimum apart- I 
ment space.

board that. “ All we ask is that 
our request for a building perm it 
be considered in the light of your 
present legal building code.”

We feel, however, that our ap­ 
plication for a perm it should be 
accorded the sam e treatm ent as 
other applications,” said Feier­ 
berg.

A last ditch plea by Ar-t 
lingdale home owners ap­ 
peared futile this week as

114 apartment units in th e , 
village. 
Trustees agreed to rezone 
the five acre tract between 
Euclid and the North West­ 
ern 
railroad 
tracks 
from 
single - family to multiple- 
family dwelling use, provid­ 
ed the owners submit peti­ 
tions to the board stating 
they desire such rezoning. 
Board m em bers followed recom ­ 
mendations by the Northwest Sub­ 
urban Board of Realtors and the 
village s plan commission 
that 
the highest and best use for the 
controversial traci 
is 
multiple- 
family dwellings. 
They also agreed to follow the 
com m ission’s r e c o mmendation 
that the m axim um 
num ber 
of 
units allowed on the tract be lim­ 
ited to compliance with the vil­ 
lage’s 
proposed 
zoning 
code, 
scheduled for public hearings this 
month. 
ACCORDING TO plan commis­ 
sion 
figures, 
such 
compliance 


would allow 114 units. Plans orig-1 
inally called for 120 units. 
For several months Arlingdale 
home owners have appeared at j 
village board meetings, seeking to 
reduce the proposed num ber 
of 
units, the largest ever planned j 
for a single apartm ent develop-' 
m ent in Arlington Heights. 


Last Saturday m em bers of the 
home owners association and J. P.

Spokesmen for the home owners 
group claim Thiersch has failed

Those 
who work on Sunday still have 
an opportunity to practice their 
religions, and the defeat of this 
bill signifies a victory for individ­ 
ual freedoms. This is as it should 
be.

ear Mam a... Here's All About My Trip To Springfield 


For the past six weeks, m em bers of the League of Women Voters 
of Illinois have been attending two day legislative schools in Spring­ 
field. 
These workshops enable League m em bers to personally m eet 
their state representatives, to observe the House and Senate in action 
and to participate in a question and answ er workshop at the conclu­ 
sion of their visits to com m ittee hearings, state offices, and their 
representatives. 


Three m em bers of the Arlington league, Mrs. R. B. Yadon, Mrs. 
John Vork, and Mrs. John Horton, attended one of the legislative 
schools and reported their reaction to the local m em bership at the 
annual meeting held recently at Old O rchard co u n ty club. 


Their reports were in the form of “a letter to M am a,” with all 
due apologies to a well known night-time TV comedian.

Dear Mama . . . (I call her that—because she was married to 
my father). Thought you’d like to hear about my recent trip 
to 
Springfield—Illinois that is. I went to a school for the League. Now 
don’t write back and say you didn’t know I was playing baseball. . . 
It’s not the American or National League . . . it's the Women Voters’ 
. . . you remember the bunch of girls grandma used to run around 
with . . . Carrie Chapman Catt, Susan B. Anthony. Well, anyway, 
two other Leaguers . . . no, not Little Leaguers, mama . . . that’s 
your grandson’s club . . . two other Leaguers, Marilyn Horton, Jay 
Vork and I left home at 6:15 a.m. 
We drove down in our white 
car . . . (Honestly, we only have one car, but I put it that way in 
case Mama wants to impress anyone . . . she’s wintering in Arizona 
. . . and you know how mothers are comparison shoppers). 


After driving about IOO miles, we stopped for breakfast. Can’t 
remember the name of the town where we stopped, but it was a 
typical friendly Illinois village . . . and the food was good. Jay 
took over the driving and in no time at all we saw a sign ‘‘City 
Route.” In about 20 minutes we were back on Highway OH . . . 
wrong City . . . we had turned off at Lincoln, but about SO min­ 
utes later we really arrived in Springfield. 
Our hotel rooms 
weren’t ready, so we checked our luggage and trotted up to the 
statehouse, just a few blocks away. Found the league registra­ 
tion desk, then went up to the House gallery, after pushing 
through the coffee drinkers in the rotunda. Honestly, mama, I 
never saw so many employees drinking coffee or cokes. Don’t 
know whether it was better for them to be outside their offices 
wasting our money . . . or inside, thinking up new 
ways 
to 
spend it. 


We quickly spotted our representatives from the seating diagram 
we got at the registration desk . . . but trying to figure out what w ?/ 
going on was something else. F irst off, every desk has a microphone 
and so m any people were standing and talking, it took a while before 
we could tell which one’s jaws were in sync with the p.a. system . 
It took a while longer for us to find the place on the calendar to tell 
which bill he was debating. It was “ An act to revise the law in re­ 
lation to crim inal jurisprudence.” 
In the language of the taxpayer 
that m eans to stop the death penalty in Illinois for six years. 
The 
ones against the am endm ent told some pretty gruesome stories about 
m urders and kidnappings . . . m ade me feel like I should switch the 
channel from “ shock th eatre.” but the ones in favor of the bill kept 
explaining that fear of the death penalty didn’t stop people from com­ 
m itting crim es. 
Someone got up and m ade a motion to table the 
am endm ent, but that didn t pass, so they’ll talk about it again one 
of these days. 


It was interesting to see the difference in ages of the represen­ 
tatives. 
A couple of young boys I thought were pages, finally sat 
down and later talked on bills, so I w asn’t very good at telling who 
was who without a program . 
They say you can’t do two things at 
once, but more people were reading newspapers or mail, and then 
when they called for a vote, they didn't hesitate to push the voting 
button on their desk . . . and that voting board. M ama, you'd never 
believe it unless you saw it. There was a board on each side of the 
cham ber, about IO feet high, with all the representatives’ nam es 
listed in alphabetical order. When a vote was called, the representa­ 
tive would push a button on his desk—red for “ no,” green for “yes,” 
and yellow for “present.” The green or red would light up by his 
name. 
The yellow was just shown in the total. 
Then at the top, 


lights started running the totals from left to right. The figures kept 
changing during the rebuttal speeches and then when tile speaker 
called for the tally the actual vote showed. It was just like watching 
the election returns on univac. 


Once a nice young man from around Peoria got up to talk 
on a bill that he had introduced. Ile was SO proud, and he told 
the members it was his FIRST bill, and would they PLEASE 
vote for it. It was a supplemental appropriation for his little 
school district. And when the vote was called the whole board 
went RED. That meant “no,” and Mama . . . I thought that 
poor man was going to faint . , . but just before he hit the floor 
. . . all the lights turned green . . . the members w ere just having 
their little joke with a freshman . . . but it sure gave him a scare. 


The Senate w asn’t in session while we were there. 
They said 
they w ere waiting for the House to catch up with them . 
We went 
in and sat in the Senate gallery for a few minutes. The cham ber is 
much sm aller, of course, and has wall to wall carpeting—even in 
tile balcony. 
It looked more quiet and subdued, but I don’t want to 
be quoted, until I see them in action. After the House had adjourned 
we walked over to the new state house office cafeteria for lunch. It 
was good food and sure beat Chicago prices. 


That afternoon each of us chose a different hearing to attend. 
I chose the House revenue committee. 
Although they have been in 
session since January . . . it was their first committee meeting. The 
bill was House Bill 89 . . . about the services of the Legislative Ref­ 
erence Bureau, and furnishing copies of the Digest to the public. 
Right now the Digest is free to anyone who writes for a subscription. 
This bill asked for a $10 fee, except for one free copy to each Repre­ 
sentative or Senator. 
Noticed in my recent issue of the Digest that 
the bill was amended to $5 during the second reading and passed 
the House that way. Now it's in the Senate and if it passes there, hope 
the League will add that $5 to next year's budget. 


There were more league observers at the hearing than com m ittee 
m em bers . . . shows that league turns out when revenue is an item 
I of concern. 
Since that was the only bill they had for discussion I 
caught up with M arilyn and Jay in the Senate judiciary hearing.

Equal Jobs Bill 
Support Urged 


The employer reviews the two job applications 
before him. Johnson, a Negro, has five years experience; 
Williams, a white man, has three. 
Williams gets the job. 
This is the kind of discriminatory hiring practice 
House Bill 495 — the fair employment bill — seeks to 
end. The proposal for equal job opportunities, approved 
last week by the house committee on industry and labor, 
would create a commission to enforce its provisions upon 
all employers in the state. 
What are its provisions? 
House Bill 495 is aimed at regulating hiring prac­ 
tices that show evidence of discrimination as to age, as 
well as race, 
religion, and national origin. It would 
apply to labor unions as well as employers, but would not 
apply to farm labor, domestic workers, or employers of 
fewer than 25 persons. 
The bill, which has the backing of both Mayor Daley 
and Gov. Stratton, would establish a five-member com­ 
mission with power to issue cease and desist orders on 
the basis of findings reached in hearings. The board 
could carry cases of continued violations to the courts. 
Opposition to the bill takes the form of several argu­ 
ments; the chief one, as expounded by Jack Tharp, head 
of the industrial division of the Illinois State chamber of 
commerce, goes like this: 
“A law such as the one proposed here would impede 
further progress. This is a discriminatory bill in itself, 
against employers. The proposed ban on discrimination 
for age would disrupt pension systems.” 
But, said Augustine J. Bowe, chairman of the Illi­ 
nois Committee for Equal Job Opportunities, the bill 
stresses “conference and conciliation” in providing equal­ 
ity of opportunity. He added, “Employers at all times 
can make their own choice between prospective em­ 
ployees who have equal abilities and qualifications. En­ 
forcement would be effected through the non-salaried 
Illinois Equality of Employment Opportunity commis­ 
sion, and it would proceed only in cases where com­ 
plaints are filed in writing. 
“In such cases,” Bowe continued, “the commission 
would conduct a thorough investigation. If it found sub­ 
stance in the complaint, the commission then would use 
every means of resolving the difficulty through confer­ 
ences and conciliation. Only in cases of clear discrimina­ 
tion and refusal to negotiate the controversy, would the 
commission then issue its order, which would be enforce­ 
able only through the courts with all legal safeguards 
afforded both parties.” 
What would passage of House Bill 495 accomplish? 
Similar laws in 16 states have resulted in: More em­ 
ployment, merited promotions, reduced relief loads, less 
crime, more wages to buy goods, better business, and tax 
savings. 
Findings, based on an Elmo Roper survey, indicate 
that Chicago’s annual loss from job discrimination a- 
mounts to $1 billion. Chicago Urban League reports un­ 
employment among Negroes shot up 3 to I compared 
with others in the 1958 recession, and that Negro aver­ 
age family income is 60 per cent of that of whites. This 
discrimination results in a heavy burden on welfare 
roles. 
We heartily endorse House Bill 495, urge its pass­ 
age by the general assembly, and its support by em­ 
ployers. 


Are Suburbs Ready 


To Combat Polio? 


Remember four years ago when everybody was 
scrambling for the Salk vaccine? It was in short supply. 
There were even rumors of a “black market” in the vac­ 
cine. Everybody seemed to want this wondrous new pro­ 
tection against one of the most fearful of man’s diseases. 
Organized effort brought the vaccine to most of our 
school age children and to many adults. Polio cases 
dropped dramatically in 1955, 1956 and 1957. It looked 
like a complete victory over a dread disease. 
The National Health Council has recently pointed 
out, however, that although the effective vaccine is now 
in good supply, cases of paralytic polio increased 44 per 
cent in 1958 over 1957. Wily? Studies show that more 
than half of our children under 5 years of age are not 
fully protected against polio and that three-fourths of 
our people, 20 to 40 years old, are not protected. Polio 
epidemics occurred last year in Detroit, Virginia and 
West Virginia, and New Jersey. “Soft spots” of unpro­ 
tected people may be present in every town or city, con­ 
stituting a threat of new epidemics in the summer of 
1959. 
The Council, acting at the request of the U.S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service and in collaboration with the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association and the National Foundation, 
calls upon every city and town to take a good look at its 
protection against polio. It suggests that we, ourselves, 
find out how well we are protected — whether we have 
large numbers of people wrho have no more protection 
nowr than before Jonas Salk perfected his vaccine. 
The Council has pointed out that, over and above 
the intensive national efforts, a community “face-to- 
face” job now needs to be done. It has urged national 
health, welfare and civic organizations, working with lo­ 
cal health authorities and medical organizations, to en­ 
courage their local leaders to get behind “Community 
Action Against Polio.” 
This makes sense. Let’s find out whether our people 
— and our area — are protected adequately against 
polio. Let’s get the facts and then take whatever action 
is’ needed to be sure that needless death and crippling 
will not visit us this summer.

An incident that occurred this morning and 
several other mornings, while I waited in the 
car with my husband for his train to come, set 
me to thinking and prompted the writing of this 
letter. 


A man and woman of middle age park and 
wait as we do. By all appearances they have 
reached material success, which in this day and 
age seems to be the standard by w'hich people 
are measured. The husband is always impeccably 


dressed with more changes of expensive outfits 
than any we have ever seen . . . the look of a 
successful business man. Yet, I have oberved on 
numerous occasions, just as I did this morning, 
they appeared at odds with each other. Sure 
enough, his wife proceeded to read him the riot 
act. 
The toss of her head and the quick move­ 
ments of her lips indicated some very vitriolic 
comments were being heaped on the man. 
He 
sat dejected on his side of the car with his head 
turned away from his wife as tho to escape the 
tirade. 
Her lips seemed to drip poison on his 
soul. 


It made me wonder how many wives send 
their husbands off to work in such a way. 
It was easy to observe her denunciation 
through my rear view mirror and I actually 
felt sick at heart for the sort of day that 
man would have.

First hand experience, years ago, 
taught me the folly of starting the day with 
a quarrel, regardless of the justification of 
it. The sick feeling that results in the pit of 
the stomach all day isn’t worth the momen­ 
tary satisfaction of getting it off the chest 
so early in the morning. The one on the re­ 
ceiving end of such acid just can’t do his best 
that day and sometimes many days to come. 


To women who send their husbands off with 
such a pall hanging over them. I’d suggest some 
soul searching and perhaps a visit to the doctor 
might result in curbing these tendencies. 
Such 
outbursts at middle age must make a man want 
to escape. 
Sometimes that escape takes the 
form of a more understanding and reserved and 
appreciative woman. 
In this case, the woman’s 
face is beginning to show the ravages of the 
poisonous feelings in her heart. 


May this woman and others like her take 
stock of themselves and try to make life more 
pleasant for their husbands, especially early in 
the morning when his day is just starting. 
It 
took the wife to make him want to be a success 
in the first place, so isn’t it absolute folly to 
tear down all it took years to build? 
A little 
effort on the wife's part is sure to make hubby 
respond in kind. 


If it is boredom with an easy life that 
makes vociferous outbursts pour forth, there 
are many interesting and constructive proj­ 
ects on which to expend energy and result in 
a rich, full life. I truly feel sorry for people 
who have such a negative approach to life 
and more sorry for those who must put up 
with them. 


In any case, a working man has the right to 
expect his wife's help to get his day off to a 
pleasant start no matter how nasty and mean 
she may feel inside. Regrets are terrible to live 
with.

Sure, track is a tough sport endurance-wise but tennis is tough 
both physically and mentally. 
Tennis, unlike track, is a game of stops, stalls and changes in 
direction. 
Track is bent on one direction, forward. A miler runs 
five minutes and then is finished. A good tennis match may con­ 
tinue for more than an hour with scarcely a chance for a breath be­ 
tween serves. It is a sport of fast reaction of both the hands and 
tile legs. Track, in the running events, concerns only the legs. Ten­ 
nis, to be good at it, is just as much a mental game. A player must 
figure out his opponent and his moves two to three strokes in ad­ 
vance in order to put his opponent at a disadvantage. This also con­ 
tinues for an hour and not the length of a few7 second dash or a five 
minute mile run. True, a trackman must know the proper pace and 
when to turn on the steam and when not to. But his mental decisions 
are few compared to a tennis player. 


Tennis Builds Basketball Players 


TRACK IS OFTEN called an individual sport. Tennis is more so. 
In the dashes, it’s hard to determine how badly a loser is beaten. 
In the mile, it’s more evident. Then another event comes upon the 
scene and erases the prior event unless an outstanding feat happened. 
A tennis match is a battle of one man against another. His effort is 
worth 20 per cent of the team ’s score. His play is recorded game 
by game so that it is clearly evident to followers what his strong 
and weak points are. A tennis player’s mental and physical tactics 
are laid bare every match. 
Tennis, in my estimation, is the best spring sport to help build 
basketball players. 
It teaches them co-ordination ^)f their legs in 
relation to eye response. Track, I ’d rate as a much better builder of 
football players. The cinder sport teaches the backfield men to get 
that quick burst of speed and linemen while moving across a shotput 
or discus ring how to move across the line of scrimmage quickly. 


Golf an Agonizing Self-Appraisal 


TENNIS AND TRACK aren’t the only spring sports. There’s also 
baseball and golf. Baseball is our national pastime but concerning 
the advantages it gives participants of other sports, I haven’t found 
any outstanding ones. Baseball is certainly a game of concentration 
and except for a home run hitter, is a team effort in either producing 
or thwarting runs. Golf, without a doubt, takes the least amount of 
strenuous physical exercise. Yet, I must concede, golf, more than 
any other sport, teaches a person to realize what he can and can’t 
do. Golf sometimes gives participants an agonizing self-appraisal. 
All these sports have a niche in a high school’s athletic set-up. 
To deny one on the basis of the physical activity it offers would be 
meaningless. There is skill to all. It all depends upon how they are 
played and the effort behind each contestant.

SATURDAY WITH THE running of the 27th Paia- 
tine Relays comes the outstanding annual event on the 
sports scene in Palatine. It was 27 years ago on a cold 
windy April Saturday that Carl Megel brought together 
seven schools to compete in an invitational track meet at 
Palatine. Jack Grose of Arlington, Owen Metcalf of Crystal 
Lake, Dan Horne of Harvard, Larry Dale of Woodstock, 
Paul Clark of Barrington and John Trapp of Bensenville 
brought their teams to this meet destined to grow into the two 
class relay meet of today which has had as many as 50 schools 
competing. 
Carl Megel is now president of the American Federa­ 
tion of Teachers. The w riter of this column has helped in the run­ 
ning of all 27 of the Palatine Relays and Coach Owen Metcalf of 
Crystal Lake has had a team in all of them. 
J. E. Stutzman who came to Palatine in 1942 has been meet man­ 
ager since 1945 and had the most to do with making it a big event 
and getting large schools to compete at Palatine. Howard Stinson 
who joined the Palatine high staff at about the same time as Stutz­ 
man, and Coach Dick Welty, who took over track coaching soon 
after, have been the key people in the running of the meet in recent 
years along with Hale Hildebrandt of the class of 1941 who has had 
a big hand in the meet since he became a high school manager as 
a freshman in 1937. 


Arlington Class A Champ 8 Times 


LOCAL INTEREST IN TRACK at Palatine and Arlington has 
not always brought contenders in this big meet but has been a big 
factor in the encouragement of high class track teams. 
Over the 
years Arlington has won the most class “A” championships eight 
times. 
The Cards won titles in 1933, 1935, 1937, 1943, 1946, 1948, 
1950, and 1951. 
Palatine’s win last year placed them at the top 
of class “B” winners with six championships won in 1941, 1942, and 
1943 when the w riter of this column was coach and in 1954, 1955, 
and 1958 under W elty’s direction.
